Black invited som e of his parish­ 
ioners and neighbors to assist him 
in putting up a log house on his 
farm . All c a m e in a friendly w ay; 
but, in accordan ce w ith an a g re e ­ 
m ent previously m ad e, a t a critical 
m o m en t the m en stand in g by the 
logs dropped their axes, quit w o rt, 
and inform ed their p asto r th a t not 
one of th em would resu m e until 
he ith e Rev. Black) had brought 
o ut the u su al b ev erag e. This tim e 
Mr. B lack yielded and gave them 
w hat they w anted, but It was the 
last tim e th a t he w as known to do 
so. 


D ecline To Take Pledge. 
W hen 
the m inister asked th at 
m e m b e rs of his congregation sign 
the tem perance pledge all the heads 
of fam ilies, with but three excep­ 
tions, refused. The people of the 
M arsh Creek settlem en t had no in­ 
tention of changing their habits, 
for b etter or for worse. 
F in ally the situation becam e so 
tense th at the P re sb y te ry of Done­ 
gal 
was obliged 
to 
interfere 
in 
behalf of Mr. Black. T he m in ister’s 
sa la ry was one h u n d red pounds a 
year and for the first thirteen years 
of his p asto rate this w as over-sub­ 
scribed. However, for 1780 he re ­ 
ceived only eighty-one pounds; for 
1700 only seventy-one pounds; for 
1701 fifty-nine pounds, and for 1792 
only fourteen pounds was raised 
tow ard his salary. He could not 
have m an ag e d but for his occupa­ 
tion of the glebe. T he efforts of 
P resb y te ry to sm ooth m atters over 
w ere entirely unsuccessful. 
In 1792 Rev. Black asked leave 
of P re sb y te ry to resign his charg e, 
but his brethren in the m inistry 
insisted th a t he continue a little 
longer, an d this he consented to do. 


He, how ever, again sought to be 
discharged. 
April

This 
time, though w ith reluctance, P re s­ 
bytery g ran ted his request.
